REDUCTION IN FARES 
ON THE STREET CARS 
UP TO CITY COUNCIL 


Councilman Orville Hall’s Resolu- 
tion Will Ask That the Railroad 
Commission Be Requested to . 
Make Thorough Probe 


MINISTERS UNANIMOUS 
IN THEIR INDORSEMENT 
OF CONSTITUTION’S PLAN 


Prominent Citizens, in All Walks of Life, Unite in Decla- 
ration That Atlanta Should Have as Low a Rate as 
Granted to Patrons in Other Cities of United States. 
Investigation Will Not Interfere With Movement for 
Cheaper Power, But we Save Money for the City. 


The members of the general council of Atlanta, chosen to rep- 
resent the interests of the people and to guartl their welfare, will 
be called upon this afternoon to say whether or not an investigation 
shall be demanded to ascertain if the patrons of the street car com- 
pany are not justly entitled to cheaper fares. 

Councilman Orville H. Hall will introduce a resolution calling 
for a petition from the railroad commission to investigate the busi- 
ness of the street car 4o0mpany in order that it may be determined 
if that company’s receipts and operating expenses do not justify 
the sale of eight tickets for a quarter to school children and work- 
ing people, and six tickets for a quarter for all other patrons. 

Council will not be called upon, in demanding this investiga- 
tion, to minimize in the least particular the laudable and praisewor- 
thy efforts that are also being made ‘to secure cheaper rates for 
electric light and power. That matter is nowybetore the railroad | 
commission and is Oi ‘the greatest Importance. to ‘the conimunite: | 
but the investigation as to street car fares can be well taken up 
also. It will not only not interfere with the light and power quies- 
tion, but assist in that invegtigation, as both the electric plant 
and the street car system are owned by the same corporation. The 
city will also save money, as well as time, because the $5,000 which 
has been appropriated for the light and power investigation can 
be utilized to settle the question of street car fares with little, if 
any, additional expense. 

From statements made by a large majority of the members: of 
council, they have shown that they realize the great importance 
of securing cheaper street car fares and they will hardly vote to 
sidetrack or hold up such an issue. 

As stated by more than one member of council, the sale of eight 
tickets to working people and school children for twenty-five cents, 
and six tickets for a quarter to other patrons, will be a great boon 
to thousands of Atlanta’s citizens. 


Companies Prospered on Lower Rates. 


The Constitution has shown by statistics from other cities, 


with about the same population as Atlanta, that car fares have 
been reduced by the sale of tickets, and further evidence is pro- 
duced this morning to show that in such cities where reductions 
have been made the street car companiés have prospered. 

Boiling the whole matter down into one simple question, it 
amounts to this: 

If the people of other cities can ride on the street cars for less 
than a five-cent fare, and the street car companies prosper, why 
should not such a concession be made in Atlanta? 

This is the question the people want answered and which the 
city council will be called upon to answer by an appeal to the rail- 
road commission. . 

In a line with this question a number of citizens have been 
asked to express their views and some of them are given. © There 
is no doubt that the people of Atlanta almost to a man have joined 
in The Constitution’s move to secure cheaper street car fares, and 
as the servants of the people, there seems to be no other alternative 
left for the members of council than to demand: the investigation 
which the people so urgently ask for. 

That council favors such an investigation has already been 
shown by expressions from the members published in The Consti- 
tution. Among those who have stated they wanted an’ investigation 
were Mayor Courtland Winn, Mayor Pro Tem. John S. Candler, 
Alderman Ragsdale, Councilman Sisson, Councilman Baskin, Alder- 
man Spratling, Councilman Knight, Alderman Nutting, Council- 
man Andrews, Councilman Hall, Councilman Chambers and Alder- 
man McClelland.

will well’ remember, that England had 
left without reply for a considerable 
length of time an important note .of 
the state department.

Unrest in Colombia. 

“No one who knows the unrest

Dr. John BE. White, pastor of the Second Baptist church: “I 
have been a long time convinced that the public shquid share in the 
large profits of the public service corporations in something more 
than good service. : 

‘The practical way to satisfy the disposition for municipal own- 
ership is for them to furnish service as cheaply as possible, even 
though they may not make as large dividends for their stockholders. 

“I believe in a fair deal for the working people and school chil- 
dren, and see no reason why Atlanta should not enjoy the low fare 
privilegés accorded by the street car companies in other cities of the 
same size and importance.” 

Rabbi David Marx: “The reduction in car fares would be de- 
cidedly helpful to school children. I do not know whether or not 
it is a just demand, so far as the street car company is concerned, | 
but it certainly should be carefully looked into.” 

Dr. C. W. Daniel, of the First Baptist church: “I am greatly | 
in favor of lower street car fares, if a reduction is just. Certainly, a 
rigid irivestigation should be made, I believe. It seems to’ me, just 
off hand, that Atlanta should have the low fares that are enjoyed by 
the working people and school children in other cities of the 
size.” 

Dr. C. B. Wilmer, of St. Luke Episcopal: “I do not see why 
what is done in other cities cannot be done here. I think an investi- 
gation should, by all means, be made. Atlanta should not be behind 
other cities in this matter.” | 

Dr. J. B. Robins, of Trinity Methodist: “Give the children a 
chance. The present fares charged children work a hardship on the 
parents, and in some cases prevent them from preparing for their 
education. It is a serious matter, and one which should be given 
careful study.’ 

Dr. S. R. Belk, of Park Street Methodist church: “The Consti- 
tition is doing a great work in agitating the reduction of street car 
fares for working people and school children. I think that it has al- 
ready met with approval from all of the best people of the city. I 
am especially interested in the fight for lower fares for school chil- 
dren. The education of the younger generation means mitch for 
Atlanta, and we should not consider it lightly.” 

Dr. Dunbar Ogden, pastor of the Central Presbyterian church, 
says that he is heartily in favor of reduced fares, as far as he has in- 
formation. He says that the street car fare is a serious problem for 
the working man who has school children, and that he believes it 
should be given immediate attention.

Reduction Favored by Jim Woodward. 
James G. Woodward, former mayor of Atlanta: “I see no rea- 


fares. I fought for this when I was mayor. I think we should 
have six tickets for twenty-five cents (good only within the city 
limits) and a further reduction for school children and laboring 
people between certain hours. I think the company could afford 
to make this reduction and suffer no loss. In fact, I think the 
increased traffic would pay. It was during my administration 
that the present company came into the field and at that time 
I made an exhaustive study of traction affairs. It is largely upon 
the knowledge of conditions in other cities that I base my con- 
clusions.” 

Dr. Frank Edmondson: “I am heartily in favor of lower fares. 
It is something we should have had long ago, when the city 
granted valuable franchises to the company. The Constitution 
is to be commended for its fight for the people.” 

Colonel Howell C. Erwin: “As one of the oldest residents of 
Atlanta and. one who has the best wishes for the Georgia Railway 
‘and Electric Company, I wish to say that I believe if the company 
can afford to grant reduced car fares it should certainly be re- 
quired to do so. I believe the company would make money by 
such a concession. Since other cities of Atlanta’s class have a 
less rate than five cents and the car companies prosper#I can not 
see why we should not have a lower kate.

Cities not so large as Atlanta have 
better service and better schedules, even though they pay not so 
much for fares. The Atlanta company builds a new line and im- 
mediately makes an additional charge on that line or in some other 
way causes its patrons to pay for it, while at the end of the year 
it always develops that the preceding twelve months were finan- 
cially the best in its history. . If it were summer time and I were 
living at my country home I would be able to more freely express 
my views.

STRONG APPEAL 
FOR MISSIONS 


Rev. Charles Pratt Talks to 
Men and Religion 
Meeting. — 


i 


A strong appeal for missions was 
made by Rev. Charies H. Pratt, of 
Richmond, to a large audience of men 
@gathered at the Baptist Tabernacle 
Sunday afternoon under the auspices 
of the Men and Religign Forward 
Movement. 

The meeting Sunday afternoon was 
the last big gathering of men under 
the auspices of the movement which 
will be held before the opening of the 
eight-day campaign next week, when 
the national leaders come to Atlanta 
to hold this city’s greatest revival. The 
audience was one of the largest yet 
gathered at the Men and Religion 
meetings, and the increasing interest 
in the movement's work was demon- 
Stratedqd more than once during the 
Session. 


Kight-Day Campaign Plans. 

John J. Eagan, chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the movement, in 
his remarks, outlined the program of 
the campaign, which commences with 
an address by Dr. Charles Stelzle, of 
New York, labor leader and _ social 
service worker, and ends with a mon- 
ster Mass meeting to be addressed by 
Fred B. Smith, the national campaign 
leader, and the man who inaugurated 
the Men and Religion Forward Move- 
ment. ’ 

“This is one of the most momentous 
hours in the history of the world.” 
said Dr. Pratt, “for God has broken 
down His walls in order that all races 
may come together. 

“For some reason, alone known to 
the Deity, He decreed that for cen- 
turies races should live apart; and 
now He is welding them together to 

ake the universal character, and we 
aye the poorer until each race has 
b~ught its contribution to this uni- 
versal Man. 

“Through God's will each race has 
' s0me characteristic for good which 
the other races have not, and we may 
learn from all of them. 

“For instances, the Mohammedans 
bring unquestioned obedience to God. 
His will is the supreme law of every 
man. We westerners put a com- 
mercial aspect to our understanding 
of the Deity, and ask will it pay? 
"Allah is supreme,’ the Mohammedans 
Say, and, without question, they obey 
iis command.-. From them, we must 
ljearn this trait. 

Greatness of the Deity. 

“Again, the Indian races have some- 
thing which we have not—‘the great- 
ness of the Deity.’ They understand 
more fully the richness and the great- 
ness Of a supreme being than we. 

“From the Chinese, we learn infinite 
patience—a non-resistance of evil un- 
der the greatest of difficulties and of 
wrongs. 

“From the Japanese, we get still an- 
other characteristic—a new and better 
type of patriotism. 

“We are the poorer until each race 
has brought his contribution to the 
Universal Character. Our task is the 
making of the world into one great 
brotherhood, and finally into one great 
family, where the best characteristics 
of all nations are dominant. 

“With our’ § inventions, we have 
Standardized the world. Everywhere 
can be found our railroads, our ,tele- 
phones, our telegraphs and other in- 
ventions. But in this invasion of other 
nations we have left out the one most 
important: thing—religion. 

“We must standardize the world in 
religion. KEvery time that the religion 
of Christ has come into a death grap- 
ple with another religion, Christ has 
triumphed. The time is here when 
there must be one God and one Christ, 
or no God and no Christ. The awaken- 
ing of a great horde of Chinese and 
Japanese shows that there must be one 
religion—the Christian religion—or we 
perish. The uprising of the races must | 
be stopped by the impact of the re- 
ligion of Christ.’

He 
sits mute, like a doctor, with his hand 
on the pulse of the American people, 
waiting for some sign. 

“If he could wait until August he 
would be able to settle the question 
without difficulty, but he must decide 
soon. This worries him, because he 
does not -know whether to obey the 
voice of ambition or listen to the 
counsel of prudence. 

“T can tell him that if he ts nomi- 
nated he will be elected. I can tell 


him he could be nominated if he 
wished, but he will not be nominated 
or elected, because he will not be a 
candidate. 

“As for President Taft, he is what we 
call here sick; not physically sick, but 
the conditions surrounding him are 
unfortunate. He has lost ground and 
will not again be president. 

“This is wholly his own fault, be- 
cause he has not been decorative 
enough in office, or, as you would say, 
not picturesque enough. He has not 
appealed to the imag@@Btion of the 
people. . 

“As to Woodrow Wilson, I will only 
say that men‘of his fype will be better 
appreciated in America twenty years 
from now than they are today, 

“Some man who is what you call an 
outsider’ will have much influence in 
determining America’s immediate po- 
litical future. I believe this man will 
come from your congress Or from a 
home executive post? but upon his 
counsels much will depend.”

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DUST EXPLODES 
AT NAVAL PLANT 


One Negro Killed and Two 
Whites and Four Ne- 


groes Injured. 


Brunswick, Ga., FeLruary 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A dust explosion at the plant 
of the Southeastern Naval Stores Com- 
pany, in this city, this morning’ at 4 
o’clock, caused the death of a negro, 
Tom Shealey, employed at the plant, 
and the serious injury of six employ- 
ees and demolished the fuel bin of the 
plant. 

The injured are C. A. Tatum and 
Sheppard Boyd, white, and John Battle, 
Dan Stoddard, John Downs and Rabert 
Bess, negroes, all employees of the 
plant. Tatum and Battle were the 
most seriously injured and were rush- 
ed to the hospital. The others were 
taken to their homes, 

The cause of the explosion was a 
collection of dust in the fuel room. 
The force of the explosion tore the 
18-inch brick wabhls of the fuel room 
apart and completely demolished Jt. 
Shealey was killed by falling bricks 
and the others were hurt by bricks and 
walls falling on them. Tatum was up 
on the cupelo over the fuel bin about 
sixty feet above the ground when the 
explosion occurred and was blown up 
im the air, falling to the ground near 
the side of the bin: He was badly 
bruised and his hair singed by the 
fire. 

Two streams of water were on the 
bin in a few minutes after the ex- 
plosion, but there was no damage by 
water. The work of clearing away 
the debris began immediately after the 
explosion and the plant will begin op- 
eration again Tuesday morning. The 
fuel bin will be redesigned and another 
which is to be proof againt explosions 
built in its place.

ATLANTA DEMANDS TO BE SHOWN.. 

Regarding the charges asked for every feature of the service 
rendered by the Georgia Railway and Electric Company, the peo- 
ple of Atlanta demand to be “shown.” 

That fact stands out unmistakably as a result of the almost 
unanimous confirmation of The Constitution’s suggestion that the 
probe be made complete by the inclusion of the problem of street 
car fares. 

The reasonableness on unreasonableness of light and power 
rates—a cardinal point in the investigation—is already assured 
thorough ventilation. Whatever readjustment the inquiry shall 
reveal as being just to the people and the corporation, The Consti- 


tution pledges all its influence in advocating. 

But council should, and, we believe, will this afternoon pass the 
Hall resolution amending the original petition to include a probe 
into street car fares. It is admitted, without exception, that the 
issue of street car fares calls for investigation. The one negativeiar- 
gument urged is to wait for “some more convenient season.” 

A piece-meal probe is an ineffectual probe. Not since the cor- 


poration now serving Atlanta has had a monopoly of the field has 


partial tribunal of the justice or injustice of the tariffs fixed by the 
corporation. ee 

It is time to end this uncertainty. The people pay the freight. 
They have a right to know whether they are being justly charged 
or are being overcharged, not only with regard to light and power, 
but transportation and each other feature of the corporation's service. 

Redress, to the full extent, if redress is needed, to the users 


of light and power. But redress, no less, to the nearly two hundred 


thousand men, women and children in and around Atlanta who 


patronize the trolley cars. 
~ Tf Richmond, Va., a smaller city than Atlanta, can enjoy a 
tariff of six tickets for a quarter, with labor and school tickets at 


2 1-2 cents each, and transfers—can not Atlanta enjoy the same 


service, with justice to the corporation? 
If Montgomery's corporation can sell twenty-four fares for 


a dollar, and sixteen fares to school children for 50 cents—why 
can not Atlanta’s extend an approximate concession ? 

If Columbus, Ohio, can have seven fares for a quarter, with a 
promise of eight—why not Atlanta, a larger city? / 

If in Toledo, Ohio, traffic has increased 11 per cent with 3 
cent fares in rush hours and six fares for a quarter throughout the 
day—WHY NOT ATLANTA? 

If school children and school teachers can profitably be given 
2 1-2-cent fares in Louisville and San Francisco—WHY NOT IN 
ATLANTA? 

These questions put the issue RIGHT STRAIGHT UP TO 
COUNCIL. That body can not ignore the.rights and pocket-books 
of Atlanta’s army of laboring men, of school children, of citizens 
generally. It can not pave the way for a readjustment of the sit-\ 
uation as it affects users of light and power, without doing the same 
justice to USERS OF TRANSPORTATION. 

As always, when Atlanta’s welfare is involved, the press is 
a unit in demanding action upon this problem. Wiauth our contem- 
poraries, we urge a searching probe along the lines already indi- 
cated. But, if justice is to be done all the people, we do not see 
how the probe can stop short of the tremendously important item 
of car fares. 

Council has before it evidence of what has been done for other 
cities in the matter of transportation. What is it going to do to 
the end of ascertaining if similar enormous aggregate savings can 
not be effected for Atlanta? : 

The matter is one of great public interest, in which there is no 
room for jealousy, bickering, prejudice, back-pedalling. [he ISSUE 
is not ONE OR TWO features of the corporation's service.

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EXPENSIVE GEORGIA LANDLORDS. 


“Absent landlords” are an expensive luxury in Georgia. To 
judge by the trend of talk at one ot the recent sessions-of the 
Southern Merchants’ Convention, this variety of land-owner is an 
obstruction on the track to prosperity and development. Josiah 
Blasingame, of Walton county, one of the delegates, used some 
rather startling comparisons about the money absenteeism among 
landlords is costing Georgia. He cited four farms in his county 
owned by men who seldom see them. 

“Divided into small farms and turned over to the right kind 
of farmers.” said Mr. Blasingame, “these farms would increase the 
county's products at least $100,000 annually.” If that holds true of 
four farms in one county, what may not the aggregate be for the 
entire state? By and large, the agricultural values thus lost an- 
nually to Georgia must mount up into the millions. 

Mr. Blasingame struck a constructive note in his conclusion 
when he pleaded with absent landlords either to give their farms 
the attention they deserved, or sell to men who would. If that doc- 
trine were applied even partially throughout the state, agriculture 
and the revenues from it would be given an impetus ‘not paralleled 


since the civil war. For, after all, landlordism and absentee own- 


‘ership and the evils of both are inheritances from the conditions 


immediately following the civil war. 

Not every land-owner in Georgia believes in holding his acres 
‘1 “cold storage.” The example set by John D. Walker, president 
of the Walker chain of banks, furnishes an exception that may 
well challénge the attention of other Georgians with approximate 
holdings. Mr. Walker's program, and its far-reaching effect, is 
ths described in a recent issue of The Wesleyan Christian Advo- 


cate: 

Mr. Walker is selling his land in small lots to desirable citizens, and on 
terms that even poor men can afford. In the last few years twenty-two fami- 
lies have moved on the place, and only two of the twenty have gone from 
other portions of Hancock county; the twenty families from the outside are a 
clear gain in the population of the county of desirable, law-abiding citizens 
who contribute their portion to the revenues of the county. What is the 
problem they are solving by this? There are several of them, really—among 
them these: The wisdom of doing away with large tracts or land owned by 
one man is being demonstrated, when it comes to the development of agricul- 
ture and the helpful increase in population. Churches and schools are waning 
or gone down in certain of the older counties of this stare simply because 
large landowners will not sell off their lands to men who Wish to own land. A 
tenant population can never be for a community or a state what those are 
who are fastened to the soil by the ties of ownership. Well, they have a neat 
little chapel there in which Sunday school is held each Sabbath, and preach- 
ing once per month. And the people go to church. 


Substitute a land-owning population for a tenant population 
and the vitalizing change will be quickly visible in every channel 
of a community's activities. In the Walker instance the change 
has already shown itself in an access of zeal for education and re- 
ligion, not to mention the material gain of larger volume in prod- 
ucts and a more independent citizenry.

MRS. F. S. WHITESIDE DEFENDS 
WOMEN TEACHING IN SCHOOLS 


~ 


Mrs. F. S. Whiteside, for many years 
principal of Ivy Street school, has 
written a reply to the statements of 
wre a Robins, pastor of Trinity 
church, in which he deprecated wom- 
en teaching boys between the ages of 
11 and 14 years. It is as follows: 

It has occurred to me since reading 
Dr. Robins’ criticism of women teach- 
ers, of February 12, that it might be 
well to inform the doctor, as well as 
some other good citizens of Atlanta, 
of the work that women have done 
and are doing in our Atlanta public 
schools. 

During, the first fifteen years of the 
existence of the Atlanta public schools 
the principals were men. But the 
city fathers did not find this arrange- 
ment one of unalloyed success. On the 
south side a principal was so cruelly 
severe that the board of education 
was contrained to drop him. In the 
west section the principal was utterly 
unable to cope with the situation; he 
was not retained. 

On the north side principal after 
principal (all men) attempted to con- 
trol a school One, discouraged and 
worn out by failure, succumbeg to 
pneumonia when he had served seven 
months. Another (I nope Dr. Robins, 
who states “nothing is needed more 
than bravery ang courage,” will take 
note) was driven out of the school 
yard by the boys. He leaped the fence 
and his coattails flapping in the breeze 
were the last of him that met the 
gaze of the Atlanta youth. Like Icha- 
bod of yore, he was seen no more in 
his wonteg haunts. 

For twenty years these schools have

been successfully managed by women. 

If the question arises as to the com- 
parative scholarship of the men and 
women who occupy positions in our 
schools, it is but necessary to search 
the records in the superintendent's 
Office. These show that the highest 
grade made by any teacher in t.e city 
of Atlanta was made by a woman. 

I cordially invite the doctor to Ivy 
Street school any bright day at the 
recess hour, 11 o’clock. I defy him to 
find boys from “11 to 18 years of age” 
who have “not been allowed to indulgs 
in the proper exercise,” and who have 
become “effeminate to an unfortunate 
extent.” If he does not find it too 
strenuous I will ask him to walk up 
and down my school yards where the 
boys are racing and the balls are fly- 
ing. 

Our boys, from 11 to 18 years, are 
manly enough to manage their own 
games, and they do not need a male 
preceptor masquerading as a nursery 
governess to direct their play.

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"OVERCOME OBSTACLES 
'___ TO LIVE STOCK RAISING 


In my last article (February 12), on 


_  . “The Importance to the South of the 


Live Stock Industry,’ it was intimat- 
ed that mistakes have heretofore béen 
made in inaugurating the industry, that 
there were some obstacles in the way 
of immediate success, and that these 
mistakes dnd obstacles might” well be 
the subject of a future article.” 

First as to mistakes. It is not the 
present purpose to endeavor to point 
out the individual, detail mistakes that 
are certain to be made'in the every- 
day management of live stock, by the 
average farmer. Errors in feeding, 
breeding, housing, training (as to 
hors@s and mules), are of cc...mon oc- 
currence, even in stock-growing coun- 
tries and sections, and will doubtless 
continue to be made to the end of 
time. These matters of detail belong 
to the school of actual experience in 
the business and fheir discussion would 
fill a good-sized volume. 

Cannot Be Done in a Moment. 

I will barely mention only one mis- 
take, to wit: The unbalanced enthusi- 
asm of the general exploiter—often 
syndicate owners of large bodies of 
land, who assume that the business of 
breeding cattle and fattening them for 
market may be established in a jiffy. 
That is only necessa~y to procure a 
considerablé body of land, buy a few 
head of pure-bred bulls and cows from 
the stock-breeders of the north and 
west, get together a large number of 
scrub cattle and-jump right ‘nto the 
middle of the business without proper 
preparation and with little or no ex- 
perience. My belief is that the in- 
dustry cannot be successfully estab- 
lished in such half-prepared, hazard- 
ous way. The individual farmer should 
undertake to go into the business on 
his own hook, commencing with what 
atock he may already have on hand, 
but at once take steps to improve his 
stock by introducing pure-bred male 
animals, 

Removable Obstacles. 

The first obstacle is the ab- 
gence, as a rule, of: tirst elasgs arti- 
ficial pastures. The average pasture 
in a great part of the south is “the 
range’—a poor resource, alone, for the 
basis of an up-to-date system of stock 
husbandry. In other’ sections’ the 
usual pasture is often b.-. a greater or 
less area of old, worn-out fields, cov- 
ered perhaps with old field pines, 
bushes and briars, with a scant growth 
of all sorts of native grasses—princi- 
» Pally -broom-sedge; but occasionally 
ere are found pastures well covered 
with bermuda—by all odds the best 
summer pasture grass for the south. 

This is one of the obstacles to suc- 
cess that may be removed at the will 
of the farmer ,who has determined to 
go into the business of stock-raising in 
a sane and progressive way. The past- 
ure is the foundation basis of stock- 
raising and will continue to be such 
until land becomes so valuable and ‘so 
Mehly productive that resort must be 
rad to soiling crops ensilage and other 
intensive methods of supplying food. 

Bermuda grass, from the standpoint 
of the southern farmer, has the funda- 
mental advantage that it will take hold 
and “hold on’’;on the poorest, worn 
soils, and only needs to be fertilized, 
bushes and briars kept down, and reno- 
wated every few years, or brought into 
rotation with cultivated crops.

The Cattle Tick. 

(2) The cattle tick may be consid- 
ered, a natural obstacle, because the 
pestiferous insect survives the winter 
and glories in its nefarious Work, and 
from early spring to late fall deposit- 
ing its eggs for the next spring's 
army. This was long the unrecog- 
nized gbstacle to successful cattle 
raising, but its agency in causing 
splenic fever, or “cattle fever,’ Ar 
“tick fever,” is now well understood 
and simple and easy methods havo 
been devised. to exterminate the tick 
from any, neighborhood, county or 
state. Any farmer may entirely rid 
his cattle and his entire farm of this 
obstacle at a trifling expense of time 
and labor. It is a real shame on ev- 
ery farmer to have ticks on his cattle, 
or on his farm. The state veterina- 
rians of the several states are pre- 
pared to supply printed instructions for 
doing this work, and every owner of 
a tick-infested farm should avail 
himself of the information.

LUNG STRONGLES OF PIGS. 

‘G. C. M., Lincoln, Ala.—I have some 
hogs that have a hacking cough. I 
think tt is caused from sleeping in a 
dry, dusty. place. One of them died 
today. I cut it open and found his 
lungs clogged with small worms simi- 
lar to earthworms. He dieg choking 
with foam in-his nose. I also found 
his: small intestines full of white 
worms, but he was hearty up to death. 
Do you think the worms in their lungs 
inherited or causeg by the dust? 

I also have a horse that is wormy; 
he has long green worms. 

Answer—I think your hogs have 
what is called: “‘verminous bronchitis,” 
produced by worms in the lungs called 
“lung strongles.” See reply to Mrs. 
P. J. P., in’ Tri-Weekly of February 
13 under the title “Wormy Pigs.” 

For the worms of horse Bive it 
about. four .tablespoonfuls of spirits 
turpentine in half a pint of raw }in- 
seed oil on an empty stomach night 
and morning for three or four days. 
Then give one quart of, raw lifiseed 
oil as one drench to purge him thor- 
oughly. 


“HIGH. GRADE” AND “STANDARD” 
COTTON SEED MEAL. 

H.- I. 8S. Pelham, Ga.—I want to 
know what is considered standard cot- 
ton seeq meal and why is it that meal 
is not as bright as it used to be? I 
notice there are more hulls in it than 
in former years. Who is the state 
chentist? 

Anewer—The Georgia law provides 
that “high grade” meal mpist contain 
not less‘than 6.60 per cent of nitrogen 
(equivalent to 8 per cent of ammonia) 
before it can be entitled to be brand- 
ed as “high grade.’’ 

“Standard” meal must contain not 
‘less than ‘6.18 per cent of njtrogen 
(equivalent to 7.50 of ammonia). 

All meal containing less than 6.18 
per cent of.nitrogen must be branded 
“low grade.” 

High grade meal is of bright yellow 
color because it contains a minimum 
amount of hulls. Standard meal is of 
a darker color because more hulls 
are left in it, which enables the mill 
to sell it at a little lower price. 

Low grade meal is still darker be- 
cause still more hulls have been left 
in it, or it was made of partly or 
wholly rotten seed. AlWays buy 
standard or high grade. 

R. E. Stallings, Capitol, Atlanta, Ga., 
is state chemist. High grade meal 
should be worth about 6% per cent 
more than standard meal. Ask the 
state chemist to send you a copy of 
Serial No. 54, which contains all the 
fertilizer inspection laws of the states

But it is not at all likely that dark 
colored “meal ever analyzes equal to 
light meal’ because the dark color is 
due either.to the fact that more hulls 
are left in the meal or that the seed 
from.which the meal was made were 
spoilt by overheating and rotting. See 
réply to “H, I. S.,”. just preceding.

London, February 18.—-Although the 
@ountry is now within éleven days of 
the coal strike, which will involve 
hundreds of thousands of miners. and 
which Sir Edward Grey, the foreign 
secretary, has described as threaten- 
ing “the greatests national catastrophe 
in our history,’ there is no sign yet of 
any attempt at mediation from any 
quarter, Kight hundred thousand 
miners have already handed in their 
notices to quit March 1, and the news- 
papers and thé public are calling in- 
sistently for government interference. 
But the government is reluctant to 
force itself upon the disputants, and 
both sides appear to resent the idea of 
interference. 

Doubtless Premier Asquith and the 
president of the board of trade are 
anxiously studying the question, and 
Sir Edward Grey has gone out of his 
way to appeal to those involved in the 
dispute to come to terms instead of 
Plunging into a situation which was 
bound to prove ruinous to the coun- 
try. 

Probably nothing will be done for a 
few days, aS the miners are extremely 
anxious to lgarn whether the foreign 
workers will support the strike. A 
meeting of the executive committee 
of the International Miners’ Federation 
will be held privately in London on 
Wednesday to determine upon what 
action shall be taken. In the same 
way the peer federation awaits the 
views of the Transport Workers’ Fed- 
eration, whose council will meet at 
Manchester Friday to consider’ the 
crisis. 

A hopeful sign in the situation is 
that men’s strike funds are not suffi- 
cient to maintain a prolonged strike.

Lange Safe ls Blown Into 
Small Pieces 


Holes Are Torn in the Ceiling 
of the Store and Quantities 
of Goods Thrown From the 
Shelves——$140 in Cash Is 
Secured. ' 


Yeggmen blew the safe in-Henry B. 
Hicks’ grocery’ store, 857 Marietta 
street, early yesterday morning, s€- 
cured $140 in cash and did between 
$300 and $400 damage to the interior 
of the store. 

The safe, which was near the front 
door, was torn to small pieces, except 
for the heavy door, and this was lift- 
ed the entire length of the store. Two 
large holes were blown in the ceiling 
of the store, quantities of things were 
thrown from the shelves and two show 
cases were completely wrecked. 

Several persons living in the neigh- 
borhood of the store told officers after 
the discovery of the crime that they 
had heard a noise during the» night, 
but that they took no particular no- 
tice of it. No alargi was excited, de- 
spite the fact that the thoroughness of 
the job shows that a very heavy 
charge of nitro-glycerin was used. 

@ No Goods Are Stolen. 

None of the goods in the store was 
stolen, so far as can be told in its 
present disordered condition. It is 
hardly likely that any robbery was 
done after the yeggs obtained the cash 
in the “box.” 

The crime was discovered about 6 
o’Clock Sunday morning by A. J. Deason’ 
Sunday watchman for the~ National 
Furniture Company, some blocks 
farther on. He noticed that the big 
gate of the lot in the rear of the store 
was open, and then saw that the rear 
door of the-store was sprawled open. 

Realizing that a burglary had been 
committed he entered, found the safe 
torn to pieces, the store in disorder 
and everything just as the yeggs had 
left it in their flight. He at once 
went to notify Mr. Hicks, who lives 
a short two blocks away. 

It was found that the safe blowers 
had prized the iron grating off the 
back window of the store, and had 
climbed in this way. The rear door 
Was then opened by.them, and prob- 
ably left open, as was the gate to the 
lot, in order to afford a quick get- 
away in case of alarm.
